New Mexico’s Three Hundredth Anniver 
Bary to Be Celebrated at Santa Fe. 
The Society of New Mexican Pioneers 
and the Historical society resolved the 
other day to observe at Santa Fe with 
appropriate ceremonies the three hun­ 
dredth anniversary of the first perma­ 
nent settlement of this territory. This 
settlement was made at Yreque, called 
by the Spaniards San Gabriel, at tho 
junction of the Rio Grande and the 
Chama rivers, near the present station 
of Chamita, opposite the Pneblo and 
San Juan, and the day of the original 
establishment of the Spaniards nuder 
Onate at that point was July 13, 1598. 
It was also recommended to the peo­
